CROWN PRINCE GAINS 


Germans Get Foothold in Some 


Advance French Trenches; In- 


creased Artillery Action 


The taking over of the government 


of the great fortress of Kronstadt by 
the local council of workmen and sol- 
diers dolegHtes and strike out-breaks 
in many of the large munitions fac- 
tories of Petrograd indicate that the 
new provisional government of Russia 
is meeting with increased internal op- 
position. 


Kronstadt, -ti miles west of Petro- 


grad, is the main fortress guarding the 
Russian capital and is the main port 
of entry to the capital from the Baltic 


I sea. 
The workmen and soldiers' dele- 
| gates there not only have taken charge 
of the town but have declared that 
they do not recognize the. provisional 
government. 
The council announced 


that all relations between Kronstadt 
and Petrograd hereafter will be car- 
ried out only through the Petrograd 
branch of the workmen's and soldiers' 
delegates which recently caused 
the 


overthrow of several members_of the 


j Russian cabinet. 


More than 120 of the largest fac- 


tories in Petrograd 
are 
threatened 


with a complete 
tie-up because of 


strike demands made 
by workmen. 


Several factories already have been 
tied up by strikes and a conciliation 
board is endeavoring to bring about an 
agreement between the workmen and 
their employers.

crown prince on Friday threw his 
troops forward 
north of Moulin de 


Laffaux where the battle front stands 
northeast of Soissons, and against the 
battle scarred positions on hill 304 on 
the Verdun front. 


Failing Thursday in his attempt to 


hold his positions won on Mont Haul 
in Champagne, the crown prince had 
better success in his efforts to break 
the French line near Moulin de Laf- 
faux. 
The Germans gained a foothold 


in some advance trenches and while 
counter-attacks by the French troops 
forced them to retire from most of 
the elements taken they still maintain 
tenure of a portion of them. 
French 


artillery fire sufficed to check the Ger- 
mnn efforts against hill .104, the Ger- 
mans suffering heavy losses. 


There has been increased artillery 


firing in the Ypres sector, in Belgium. 
Both London and Berlin comment in 
their communications on tho activity 
of the heavy guns 
in 
that region. 


Aside from several small raids and 
outpost engagements there hag been 
little doing except artillery fighting on 
the Arras battle front.

Washington, D. C., June 1. — Im- 


portant revisions in the plan for train- 
ing the war army have been made by 
me war department, which announc- 
ed today that the half million men l-i 
bo called to the colors in September 
will be concentrated in 16 canton- 
ments, instead of 32, and that many 
of the forces probably would be put 
into tents, instead of wooden barracks. 


.Lack of funds, material, labor and 


transportation 
facilities, 
Secretary 


Baker said, were determining influ- 
ences in the decision to reduce the 
number or cantonments. The previ- 
ous plan to build 32 of the camps was 
reached, it was explained, after con- 
gress had appropriated $77.000,000 on 
the theory that there would be only 
16. For a time the larger number 
seemed practicable, but that would 
have .made a much greater demand 
On the overtaxed resources at the de- 
partment's command. 


Although the change will upset all 


the tentative plans for camp locations 
made by department commanders, it 
is not expected to delay beyond Sep- 
tember 1 the mobilization of the great 
draft army. Four of the 16 canton- 
ment sites provided for under the new 
plan already have been selected and 
choice of the others is expected soon. 
Secretary Baker indicated that build- 
ing would proceed as rapidly as possi- 
ble. 
The four sites selected are 
at 


American Lake, Washington; Atlanta, 
Ga.; Ayre, Mass., and Wright's Town, 
3S-. J. 


E.Ttra Canvas Supply. 


A more plentiful supply of canvas 


than expected made it possible to put 
some of the troops under tents. A can- 
vas shortage was largely responsible 
for the original plan to house the 
army in wooden barracks,' for army 
officials have preferred tenting1 from 
the start. 
Most of the tents used 


probably will be placed at southern 
camps. 


In making the announcement, Sec- 


retary Baker said also that forces in 
excess of those which could be cared 
for in the 16 cantonments would be 
placed under canvas. This was taken 
as referring to National Guard divi- 
sions, although the militia bureau has 
received no instructions in this re-*^x 
gard. 


There is no indication of an inten- 


tion to alter the plan for formation 
of sixteen divisions of the guards. The 
question of filling these up to war 
strength probably will not be settled 
until selection of men 
for military 


service in the draft army begins. It 
is possible that it will be found better 
at that time if the state forces have 
not been recruited to full war strength 
to consolidate into a smaller number 
of divisions, but under the law either 
the regular or guards can be filled 
up with men from the selected list If 
that is desired, 


Draft Guard July 15. 


Meantime the National Guard unit 


of the eastern portion of the country 
will be drafted into the federal armiea 
on July 15. Undoubtedly they will he 
put under canvas as rapidly as di- 
visional mobilization Is ordered and 
the plan of training- virtually all guard 
divisions in the southern section of 
the .country will be adhered to. 
The 


gtiaod already has a considerable sup- 
ply of tentago and the machinery of 
the council of national defense is nt 
work endeavoring to secure enough for 
all forces with little delaj. 


All of the guard units will have been 


drafted into service hy August 5. That 
does not mean, however, that fill will 
have been ordered to divisional train- 
ing camps at that time.

the best enuipped and recruited forces 
will be made 
ready 
first for duty 


abroad, but there has 
been no an- 


nouncement as to the process to be 
fol- 


lowed.

Striving after the effi- 
ciency -nlilch must be attained in as 
short ft time as iwsslble, army, navy 
and marine officers are assigning re- 
cruits to those branches of the service 
where any special knowledge they pos- 
sess will be valuable. 


la the army as well as in the navy 


practically every vocation from engi- 
neering -nd medicine to bating atui 
tailoring will be represented. When 
the army draft is In force the need for 
men of all trades will be unlimited. 
At the present time the 
different 


branches of the service have the neces- 
sary quota of certain tradesmen, and 
no more are being taken. Other trades- 
men, however, ore still In demand, even 
for tbe forces already organized. 


Because the duties of the engineer- 


ing corps are more varied than those 
of other branches of the service there 
Is a greater demand there foe skilled 
workmen. The volunteer engineering 
regiments which are soon to get away 
for the front are almost recruited up 
to their full strength, but there is yet 
a chance for cooks, chauffeurs, automo- 
bile mechanicians, longshoremen nnd 
plain pick and shovel men. 


What Men Ara Moit Needed. 


The engineering corps of the regular 


nrmy is also in need of skilled workers. 
Tbe adjutant general's office has sent 
orders to recruiting stations to enlist 
as many of the following -workers ns 
possible: Blacksmiths, blasters and 
powder men, cabinetmakers, wooden 
boat calkers, bridge, house and ship 
carpenters, clerks, cooks, divers, drafts- 
men, drillers, teamsters, electricians, 
cngiucmen, chauffeurs, farriers, lire- 
men, 
masons, mine foremen, concrete 


foremen, painters, railroad construction 
men, 
glaziers, horseshoers, lithogra- 


phers, machinists, oarsmen, skilled 
boatmen, mule packers, photographers, 
pipefitters, plumbers, riggers, riveters, 
harness makers, shoemakers, store- 
room keepers, surveyors, transit men, 
tinsmiths and students of engineering. 


The quartermaster's corps is in need 


of chauffeurs, bakers, bookkeepers, ste- 
nographers nnd typewriters. The need 
of bakers Is especially great A com- 
mittee of motor truck owners and ex- 
perts is striving to enlist 1,300 skilled 
motor track driver? for the quarter- 
master enlisted reserve corps. 
Thoy 


will be used to man forty truck trains. 
Applicants are recruited, given a tech- 
nical examination, a physical examina- 
tion by tho nrmy surgeon and finally 
enlisted. Those Tvho have driven pleas 
ure cars a? well as motor trucks for nt 
least a year and who understand the 
mechanism of motor nnd transmission 
have little difficulty ia passing the ex- 
amination. 


General Call For Cooks. 


In every branch of the service there 


is a crying demand for cooks. All fight- 
ing forces must have good cooks, but 
the men of this trade are not respond- 
ing in ns great numbers as the recruit- 
ing officers would like. Tbe navy nnd 
marine corps are as anxious to get 
good cooks ns the army. Cooks will 
have no trouble In finding work to do in 
tho country's military service. 


Men skilled as mechanics, electricians, 


wlremen, cablemen and telegraph, tele- 
phone and wireless operators, photog- 
raphers, chauffeurs nnd aeronautical 
experts are needed in the signal corpi. 
A part of the function of the signal 
corps Is the Installation nnd operation 
of, wireless stations, telephone systems 
and telegraph nnd cable lines nt nil 
points where the nrmy Is operating, 
The aviation section Is also a part of 
the signnl corps. 


The N*vy'» Requirement!. 


At the navy publicity bureau it wns 


said that the principal need of the 
nary is for electricinns, machinists, 


-' \ firemen nnd cooks. Bnkers, musicians, 


' yeoman, cnrpenters, coppersmiths, paint- 
era, pharmacists, plumbers nnd fitters 
can nlso find employment in the navy. 
The marine corps Is enlisting electri- 
cians, machinists, aviation mechani- 
cians, chauffeurs, civil engineers and 
searchlight operators.

HAS AN INTERNMENT PLAN. 


Columbia Thinks Canadian Method Will 


Be Adopted Hero. 


The national committee on prisons 


and prison labor nt Columbia uni- 
versity, which has the sanction of the 
federal government, has been study- 
Ing the problem of internment of Ger- 
mans In this country during the war 
period nnd has come to the conclu- 
sion that tho Canadian system of 
•using Interned prisoners on public Im- 
provements Is the best. This work In 
Canada has included clearing laud, 
road building and irrigation. 


In a report just made in the Colum^ 


bin war papers the committee has this 
to say: 


"American Internment In case of ne- 


cessity will probably follow the Cana- 
dian system. Tho methods there em- 
ployed have been the basis for the de- 
tailed plans presented to our govern- 
ment by the national committee on 
prisons nnd prison labor. 


"At present the government ia In 


position to embark on a policy of 
drastic internment should it bo forced 
into such a policy. Complete plans, 
specifications, regulations nnd experts 
skilled in various details necessary to 
an Interment program are ready for 
immediate service. 


"The government believes there will 


be little need for an Internment pro- 
gram. It has confidence In the friend- 
ship of Teutonic residents, who will 
receive protection nnd friendly treat- 
ment so long ns they nre deserving of 
It 
Hostile nets, however, will meet 


forceful suppression, ns the war must 
proceed without Internal menace and 
the ndminlstration of government mUEt 
continue in its usual way."

FOUR STATIONS ARE OPEN 


»hy«ical Requirement* Ar«. Extremely 


Rigid, Howover, mnd None but Phy»- 
ically Perfect Are Accepted—All May 
Not Get « Ch»nc« to Fly, but Tho»e 
Who M«ke Good Will Get It. 


'For the man who desires to learn 
Aviation the war offcrg opportunities 
tsat never before existed and may ner- 
«• again. There la no one branch of 
the service for aviation, but there are 
Several sections for fliers under the sig- 
nal corps In the army and five branches 
In the navy. 


Three opportunities to learn to fly are 


•numerated In the Directory of Service. 
This is the section addressed to those 
•with ambitions to soar: 


"Thev can enlist In the aviation sec- 


tion of the signal enlisted reserve 
corps of the army, -which is operatlui; 
schools at Mineola, N. Y.; at Washing- 
ton. Chicago, San Antonio, Tex., and 
Ban Diego, Cal. But there are already 
8,000 upon the waiting list at Mineola, 
headquarters for this district, so that 
practically the only opening for aspir- 
ants at present Is In the navy. 


"Men can Join either the aviation 


•ectlon of the naval militia or one of 
the units of the national aerial coast 
patrol. The navy Itself has no organl- 
Imtion for avlatloa as yet, and the 
fesval militia's aviation section Is near- 
ly full. The national aerial coast patrol 
U the best field at present for learning 
fcviation. There are already formed 
dx units—at Harvard, Columbia, Tale, 
•tc.—«nd more are being formed dally. 


Physical Requirement* Rigid. 


"Physical requirements for any avia- 


tion division are extremely rigid. An 
•pplicant must have perfect sight and 
tearing, sound lungs, a first class heart 
(the slightest weakness disqualifies) 
and must be absolutely immune to sea- 
idclcness. Xo applicant need consider 
toe aviation service unless he Is In the 
prune of health and athletic condition. 


"Men enlisted In the signal corps of 


tte army may serve as uonfllers In the 
•Tiatlon section. 


"Requirements: Applicants must be 


between eighteen and thirty-five, un- 
married, citizens and able to pass » 
physical examination. 


"A Certain number of the, enlisted 


tnen of the aviation section of the sig- 
nal corps may be examined for the rat- 
Irur of aviation mechanic. 


"There Is especial need for men qual. 


tfled as aviators or balloonlsts and for 
(nechaniclans who hare had experience 
b connection with the construction 
and repair of 'airplanes or Internal 
tombustion engines. 


M«y Be Promoted to Flier*. 


"Enlisted men, In general, are non- 


Ilers and repair the planes and motors, 
fciagnetos. 'carburetors, etc. They may 
•Jso be promoted to the flier rank. 


"The reserve aviation section of the 


«£nal corps is divided into two parts 
•-'a) the signal officers' reserve corps, 
Nation section and (b) the signal en- 
listed reserve corps, aviation section. 


"The signal officers' reserve corps, 


fcriation section, contains the military 
Biers. The signal enlisted reserve 
torpi, aviation section, contains the 
•onflierg or nonflylng personnel, those 
taen -who have a knowledge of ma- 
chines, motors, magnetos, carburetors, 
tte, and who work on tne motors, 
Planes, etc. It also contains those who 
jre learning to fly In order to qualify 
Jor commissions In the signal officers' 
leserve corps, aviation section."

AUTO ROADS IN 
NATIONAL DEFENSE 


Highways 
Near Coasts of 


Greatest Benefit, 


CARRIERS FOR AMMUNITION 


Roadi to Be of Military Valu* Should 


Be Constructed Everywhere That • 
Canslde-able Population, Agricultural, 
Manufacturing, Trading or Mining, 
H«» It* Habitation. 


Numerous Instances might be cited 


to show the effect roads or their ab- 
sence had on campaigns In th« civil 
war, 
although their Importance was 


infinitely less than now, when the au- 
tomobile threatens to drive even the 
world famous army mule Into oblivion, 
writes Major A. A. Fries, TJ. S. A., In 
the New York "tt'orld. It is the auto- 
mobile, with its speed and carrying 
power, and the wonderful flexibility 
of an army using it that make roads 
so vitally important in war today. A 
railroad must be provided with side- 
tracks, turntables and yards, which, 
for a huge business such as war, must 
be very large and take time and great 
quantities of material in building. Not 
so with automobiles, where every foot 
of a highway, unless in a deep cut or 
fill, is a side track where machines 
may unload and turn around. Further- 
more, in dry weather almosc any field 
can be used for unloading and joadinf. 
the machines so as not to congest tht 
roads at the place where men and ma 
tertals are needed. 


The answer to the question where 


roads should be constructed to be of 
military value Is—everywhere that a 
considerable population—agricultural, 
manufacturing, trading or mining—ex- 
ists. In any great war we shall have 
to marshal all of our resources, just as 
th0 European nations are doing at the 
present time. Every product of out- 
sell or factories will be called upon for 
use, 
and roads will be required on 


which to carry them to the places 
where needed. Fine roads along our 
coasts and land boundaries will be of 
the most Immediate benefit and should 
bs of the best and widest since they 
will have to bear the heaviest and 
most concentrated traffic. There are a 
number of roads proposed or actually 
under construction that come under 
this head. Such are the Pacific high- 
way, 
along or near the Pacific coas' 


from Seattle to San Diego; the Yellow 
-stone trail, along the northern bourn" 
ary from the vicinity of the great laic; 
to the Columbia river, and the Linco' 
highway across the north central pa. 
of the United States. 


While highways Intended primaril 


for military purposes should be locate 
near our boundaries, they must not 1 . 
so near that they can be easily raldr 
or captured by small bodies of the eu 
emy and thus likely to be of use only 
to him and not to us. All roads farther 
inland and parallel to the border roads 
will be of very great value as feeders 
to those nearer the borders. 
Along 


these Interior roads men and supplies 
may be moved long distances without 
fear of interruption or observation by 
the enemy and thus contribute greatly 
to the element of surprise so essential 
to victory In nearly all cases. 
There 


must be crossroads at reasonably close 
intervals to enable the traffic on interior 
lines to leave them and cross to those 
places near the border where needed. 


During mobilization and the early 


stage* "' the war there will be many 
and rapid movements of large bod'«s 
of troops. Here roads and automobiles 
will be deciding factors, for, as every- 
body knows from the progress of the 
war In Europe, the one who gets the 
sturt has an enormous advantage that 
•will cost the other side many times the 
original loss to overcome. Later in the 
beginning of a campaign, when move- 
ments are rapid and there is little op- 
portunity to intrench, three inch guns 
and shrapnel will be very largely used, 
but just as soon as there Is time to Jp- 
trench there will be an opportunity for 
the larger guns to come up to fire high 
explosive sheila to drive the enemy out 
of his intrenched positions. This may 
be called the second or trench warfare 
stage of the campaign, when hundreds 
of thousands of rounds of high explo- 
sive shells will be required for every 
twenty-five miles of battle front. In 
all these operations the number of au- 
tomobiles required will be tremendous, 
but with the vast number 1n general 
use and being manufactured every day 
it !•? Inconceivable that there ever will 
be a shortage after the first confusion 
li over. 


NEW SERVICE UNIFORMS. 


Army Will Get a New Style if Plant Do 


Not Go Astray. 


Uncle Sam's army officers may wfar 


a new service uniform if a style now 
being considered by the war depart- 
ment it approved. The uniform Is the 
one to be worn by the officers who will 
accompany the Root commission to 
Russia.
